St. Louis, October 18.—Japanese 


people feel that the best interests 
of their country depend on the pres- 
ervation of friendly relations with 
the United States, the Rt. Rev. H. 
St. George Tucker, bishop of Kyo- 
to, told delegates to the general 
convention of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church today. 


"The only possible cause of trou- 


ble," Bishop Tucker said, "would be 
in1 a conviction on the part of the 
Japanese that they were ..being un- 
justly 
discriminated 
against 
and 


their- national honor involved. 
"Even in regard to the question 


of immigration of the Japanese in- 
to this country the Japanese govern- 
ment *has shown ^willingness to meet 
the wishes of the" United States by a 
socalled 'gentlemen's agreement.' It 
has undertaken to prevent further 
emigration of Japanese to America 
and statistics show that in the past 
few years 
they 
carried out 
this 


agreement." 
Bishop Tucker asserted occidental 


life and thought is penetrating the 
countries of the orient in an ever- 
increasing volume and said the pur- 
pose of Christianity there is to see 
that the peoples receive not only 
the materialistic 
and 
intellectual 


side of our civilization, but also its 
idealistic side. 


- "While the 
Japanese, 
whose 
thinkers realize that some form of 
religion is so essential to safeguard 
the moral life of the people," 
he 
said, "are not yet persuaded that 
Christianity is best fitted to meet 
their" i|eed, our1-progress in Japan 
gives "every' reason to believe that 
fiS^h\e^tutur& the" "people will recog- 
nise- its ^value." 
Sneaking of China, Bishop Tuck- 


er Declared that Christian mission- 
-Sries in that 
country 
have 
done 


much to ameliorate 
social condi- 


tions by building hospitals, estab- 
lishing raedical schools, and encour- 
aging the Chinese to study modern 
medical methods. 
"There seems to be in this coun- 


try," said the bishop, " a feeling 
that the development of Japanese 
interests in China constitutes a per- 
il to the United States. 
I do not 


feel this to be the case and certain- 
ly as the natives become Christians 
the peril will be diminished." 
Today's joint session was to be 


devoted to a conference on "what 
is this church trying to do in her 
work abroad?" 
Announcement was made that a 


resolution had been adopted by the 
house of "bishops and concurred in 
by the house of deputies providing 
for the appointment of a commis^ 
sion to promote the spread of the 
desire for peace in the world and 
International friendship and to re- 
late their operations to the world 
alliance 'for promoting international 
friendship through the churches.

An east to southeast

blowing 98 miles an hour at Fort 
Morgan, Ala., at the entrance 
to 


Mobile bay, at 6:45 this morning, 
according to a radio 
message, re- 


ceived here 
today. 
The 
message 
stated the wind averaged 90 miles 
with occasionals gusts reaching 98. 
The storm struct Ft. Morgan about 
4 a. m. 
The wind was blowing 72 miles 


an hour from the northeast at Pen- 
sacola, Fla., at 8:15 this morning. 
A report to the weather bureau here 
said the 
barometer^ at 
Pensacola 


showed 29.40 and a tide two feet 
,igher than normal was running. 
Fifteer minutes earlier, the report 
stated, the wind was 'blowing 60 
miles from the east and the barom- 
ster was 29.48. 


The report from Pensacola togeth- 


er with reports from Mobile of 
a 


forty-eight mile east wind and a ba- 
rometer of 29.46 at 7 a. m. 
was 


;onsidered as indicating the center 
of 
the tropical

DREADNAUGHT

New York, Oct. 18. — The crew of 


the new superdreadnought Arizona 
which takes her place today in the 
battle line of the Atlantic fleet with 
her- sister ship, the Pennsylvania, 
came from tlie older battleships Kan- 
=as, New Hampshire and Vermont, 
recently transferred to the Atlantic 
reserve fleet at Philadelphia. 
An 


officer of the Arizona pointed 
out 


that the Arizona's twelve 144-inch 
guns throw six 
thousand 
pounds 


more to a broadside than was con- 
tained in the combined broadsides of 
the 
Kansas. 
Vermont and New 
Hampshire. The Arizon's broadside 
•neighs about ten tons and can be 
hurled about 
twenty miles. The 
ether three ships combined carried 
twelve 12-inch guns in their main 
batteries. 
"The Arizona is too big and im- 


portant to risk a chance with 
a 


green crew," said one of the Ari- 
zona's officers. 
"The only sensible 


thing to do was to give us a trained 
crew, and the oh'.v place to get these 
men was out of the active fleet. As 
tbe Kansas. New Hampshire and 
Vermont were going into the reserve 
where they belong thay furnished a 
majority of the men." 
The Connecticut, the sole remain- 


ing vessel of the 
pre-dreadnaught 


type, now in the Atlantic fleet, is 
destined to go in the reserve, as the 
fleet has been reorganized, so far 
as its first fighting 
line is con- 
cerned. into an al-dreadnought fleet.

submarine situation but is not now 
contemplating the issuance of gen- 
eral regulations such as have been 
adopted by small European countries 
which have the question before them.

make it a sudcess are alive to their 
opportunity.

of Education last night will

school is to give instruction to ev- 
eryone who will have it, regardless 
of sex. color, nationality or creed, 
the only provision being that he or 
she be over the age of 16 years.

of 
the 
public 


funds. 
Such instructors may 
be 


those from the 
regular 
corps of 


teachers in the public schools, or 
apy one else who may qualify 
as 


such, and would be paid §1.50 per 
night. 


Instruction would be given in all 


of the common branches such as 
arithmetic, spelling, reading, writ- 
ing, 
bookkeeping, 
typewriting, 


domestic science and manual train- 
ing, providing a sufficient number 
would register for any one course, 
say S or 10, to justify its estab- 
lishment. 


In 1913 a night school was con- 


ducted in Newark for which the 
total net expense to the Board of 
Education was ?263.75, and the av- 
erage nightly attendance was 66. 
The next year only 30 registered, 
and in 1915 the project was not 
agitated and there was no 
night 


school. 


It would seem that heads of fac- 


tories in Newark, would take this 
matter to themselves and make this 
night school possible. It would cost 
them nothing except to take interest 
enough to get a class together, and 
a teacher would be furnished such 
a class by Superintendent Hawkins 
to go into the vicinity of that fac- 
tory and teach the class. It may be 
thought more advisable to hold the 
sessions in the High 
School, 
but 


that is a matter of detail and would 
not be insisted upon. All that the 
superintendent asks is for the de- 
mand, and he will give the supply. 
Furnish the classes, employers, and 
the teachers will be there.

When- 
ever an unusually troublesome person 
was to be taken to the station house 
the services of Black Maria, as she

ous sailors to the lockup. So frequent- 
ly was her help required that the ex- 
pression 'Send for Black Maria' came 
to mean Take the disorderly person to 
JalL' It Is easy to see how the name 
became fixed to the prison van,"

He 
traced the sweetness to bis fingers, 
then to bis coat sleeves and finally to 
one of the bowls of derivatives hi bis 
laboratory. Experiments anon himself 
and animals proved alike the harmless- 
ness of the" compound and Its extreme 
sweetness. And saccharin was "dis- 
covered."—Exchange.
